of the "weekend of decision" in their romance. 


The Princess, pale and serious, 


slipped quietly out of London Fri- 
day night after a 90-minute talk 
with her sister, Queen Elizabeth 
II, at Buckingham Palace. 


Townsend left London about the 


same time. 


There was no official announce- 


ment of the whereabout of either 
of the principals in the widely fol- 
lowed and hotly debated romance. 
But by late evening heavy police 
patrols surrounded Uckfield House, 
the Sussex home of Lord and Lady 
Rupert Nevill, close friends of both 
the royal family and Townsend.

Townsend. meanwhile, was . re- 


ported to have arrived at Eridge 
Castle, the Marquis of Abergaven- 
ny's home, 10 miles over the 
Sussex hills from Uckfield House. 
He was said to have left there 
soon afterward in the direction of 
Uckfield.

that Margaret would pass up the 
annual royal film show in London 
Monday night — the first one she 
has missed in nine years.

Big Four Settles Down To 
Geneva Propaganda Battle 
Conference 
Hopelessly 
Stalemated 


Foreign Ministers 
Seek to Sway Public 
Opinion in Germany 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


GENEVA— UP) —The So- 


viet Union and Western Pow- 
ers squared off today for a 
propaganda battle over Ger- 
man unity and European se- 
curity. There was no prospect 
they would be able in the 
present Geneva meeting to be- 
gin seriously resolving their 
differences on these vital is- 
sues. 


The Big Four foreign ministers' 


conference, now in its third day, 
already has developed a stalemate 
so complete on unification and se- 
curity that diplomats found it im- 
possible to believe practical nego- 
tiations can be undertaken in the 
near future. In such circumstances 
the arguments made by the for- 
eign ministers here logically will 
be directed not toward changing 
each other's minds but toward ral 
lying public support, particularly 
in Germany, for their respective 
positions. 


Groundwork. Laid 
- ^ 


Groundwork for their major ar- 


guments has been laid by the So- 
viet-Union's V. M. Molotov, Brit- 
ain's Foreign Secretary Harold 
Hacmillan, French Foreign Minis- 
ter Antoine Pinay and U. S. Secre- 
tary of State Dulles. 


Each side now is prepared to 


argue that its own plan for Europe 
and Germany -affords the best hope 
for assuring peace. 


Behind the propaganda fight — 


the existence of which neither side 
officially 
admits—apear 
to 
be 


contradictory diplomatic strategies 
which shape up this way: 


1. The Western Powers believe 


they 
may eventually 
persuade 


Russia to accep^ German reunifi- 
cation on Western terms if they 
apply firm and patient pressure 
over several years. They reason 
that Russia needs a period of 
peace and international goodwill 
and the Soviets will, if necessary,

Amboy Tavern 
Operator Is 
Found Guilty 


Stephenson County Judge Wesley 


Eberle ruled Friday afternoon that 
Herbert Halsey, 44-year-old Am- 
boy tavern operator, was guilty of 
the illegal possession of gambling 
equipment and fined him $100. 


Judge Eberle also ordered 
y to pay court costs totaling 


132.05. He handed down his de- 
cision in Lee county court. 


Halsey's 
attorneys. 
Robert 


Besse, Sterling, and Edward Sulli- 
van. Amboy were granted 30 days 
in which to file an appeal of Judge 
Eberle's ruling1 after they indi- 
cated they were considering such 
a move. 


Halsey was convicted more than 


Seven monJhs after his arrest. He 
•was arrested March 23 in a raid 
by state and county authorities. 


Three other Amboyans also ar- 


rested in the raid immediately 
pleaded guilty to similar chaises 
and -were fined 5100 each. 


Judge Eberle ruled that a bingo 


spindle found on Halsey's bar by 
arresting officers was gambling 
equipment. He discounted the de- 
fense attorneys contention that the 
alleged gambling equipment was 
seized •wiUwut * proper search 
•warrant because the bingo swindle 
had been displayed openly daring 
regular business hours.

establishment, a punchboard and 
a bag of "Charlie" tickets, were 
not ruled on by Judge Eberle.

The Is- 
raelis said they set up an outpost 
in the zone in retaliation for the 
alleged Egyptian incursion. 


Disregard Armistice 


The Israeli Foreign Ministry is- 


sued a statement saying the two 
Egyptian, companies reinforced two 
other Egyptian units that already- 
had set up strongpoints in the 
zone. They said the moves were 
made "in disregard of the armi- 
stice agreement and or promises 
made by Egypt'' to Canadian 
Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns, chief 
of the UN truce observers. Sept. 
27. Since then Burns has been 
pleading with both sides to ob"- 
serve the zone's neutrality. 


Israel sent Burns a note asking 


him to call Egypt to withdraw 
from the position it allegedy had 
taken and promising a simultane- 
ous withdrawal by the Israeli 
force. 


Egyptian officials declared the 


Israeli troops had reoccupied a po- 
sition in the zone, partly on Egyp- 
tian territory, -which they had 
evacuated last month on orders 
from Burns.

Eisenhower, past another im- 
portant recovery milestone, 
arranged a hospital confer- 
ence today with Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson — around 
whose head a bitter political 
storm is howling. 


As the President's doctor* re- 


ported that new X-ray pictures 
disclosed no enlargement of hii 
heart, and termed that-the most 
significant medical development of 
the week in his case, the embat- 
tled Benson declared Friday night: 


"I am going to see it through 


just as long as the President wants 
me to remain in fils Cabinet."

So the scheduled Eisenhower- 


Benson conference at Fitzsimons 
Army Hospital took on the aspect 
of a chipg-are-down session. It af- 
fords the recuperating President 
an opportunity to say just how he 
feels about the sharp criticism of 
Benson—and to make it clear 
whether he want! him to stay on'. 
in the-Cabinet. 


In the past Eisenhower has 


warmly defended Benson, who 
comes to Denver today in the 
wake of published reports—denied 
by the White House—that some of 
his fellow Cabinet members tried 
to oust him from hii agriculture 
post. 


The storm raging around Ben- 


son is linked to falling farm price* 
—a decline for which he contend* 
the "Eisenhower administration i* 
not responsible. Only yesterday 
the Agriculture Department re- 
ported that the index of prices 
received by farmer* dropped an-- 
other 2 per cent in the month, ended 
in mid-October- 


Key Is»ue 


The farm price issue is shaping 


up at this point as a key one of 
the 1956 presidential and congres- 
sional campaigns. 


Only Friday, the regional board 


of directors of the newly organ- 
ized national farmers organization 
asked" that a price floor be estab- 
lished at 90 per cent of parity for 
hogs and cattle. 


In a telegram, to presidential as- 


sistant Sherman Adams, the farm 
group asked that the price sup- 
port be established "in view of ... 
this crisis in the great farm 
states, with constantly declining 
prices of farm products. . . -"' 
•- Parity is an economic formula 
for giving farmers a fair price for 
things they sell in relation to the 
things they buy.

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Watch Your Step When 
Painting Concrete Floors 
Good Job 
Requires 
Hard Work 


By MR. FIX 


The question of how to paint 


concrete porch, patio and base- 
ment floors is often raised. 
The 


answer is: don't—UNLESS you are 
prepared to do a. painstaking job, 
and unless the conditions are right 
for it. 


A permanent paint job on con- 


crete floors can hardly be expect- 
ed. "Satisfactory" results are pos- 
sible if the proper procedures are 
followed, although repainting will 
be necessary at intervals. 


Certain paints give good service 


on concrete where foot traffic is 
pretty evenly distributed and not 
concentrated on small areas. 
Heavy traffic is destructive to 
paints on concrete, or on any sur- 
face, for that matter. 


Probably the paints most com- 


monly used for coloring concrete 
floors are floor enamels having a 
rubber base. There are a number 
of other floor paints which give 
good service, including some which 
are especially prepared for use on 
concrete floors. 


Dry Floor Essential 


Before any of these paints can 


be applied, the first essential is 
that the floor be perfectly dry. 
Basement floors which are contin- 
ually wet, or which are wet off 
and on because of moisture pene- 
trating the concrete from below, 
should not be painted at all. 


Pambr.g should not be done if 


the atmosphere is humid. Conden- 
sation on the floor, even if all but 
Invisible, may cause the paint to 
peel and chip off. 


New concrete floors should be 


treated with a neutralizing wash 
before paint is applied. The solu- 
tion may consist of two pounds of 
magnesium fluosilicate per gallon 
of water, brushed onto the concrete 
eight to 10 weeks after the curing 
period. Allow 48 hours for the so- 
lution to dry. then remove all pro- 
truding crystals by brushing. Old 
concrete doesn't require this treat- 
ment. 


Clean Floor 


The floor should be thoroughly 


cleaned—oil and grease being re- 
moved by scrubbing with gasoline, 
naphtha or special solvents. 
TKis 


should be followed by an acid-etch- 
ing treatment 
w h i c h slightly 


roughens smoothly troweled floor 
surfaces for better paint adher- 
ence. 


The etching solution can be made 


by diluting one part of full-strength 
muriatic acid with three parts of 
water, say paint experts. A wood- 
en bucket or enameled pail and a 
stiff fiber brush are accessories for 
the etching job. 


Scrub well while applying one 


gallon of the solution to 100 square 
feet of floor. 
Allow it to remain 


until bubbling stops, then flush so- 
lution off with clean water. Flush 
again if the surface does not dry 
in a few hours. You can paint 
when the floor is thoroughly dry. 


Worn paint films may be re- 


moved from old concrete floors 
with an alkali solution containing 
not more than one part of lye to 
five parts water. After the paint 
has been, removed and the surface 
flushed with xvater. the acid-etch- 
.ing treatment may b^ given. In

Operation Clean Sweep—the fall season garden chore—is about as 


important a function as proper planting and care during the spring and 
summer months. 


The cleanup project extends over many weeks It embraces the dead 


vegetation from the vegetable and flower areas, fallen laves, regular 
mowing, tree and shrub bracing 
against winter blasts and general 
patching up of fences and other 
garden structures. 


As the plantings wither and die. 


or are frost-killed, they should be 
pulled out promptly. The decayed 
vegetation which is disease free 
is good material for the compost 
pile. The disease-ridden plants 
should be burned 
If there is any 


question about whether the plants 
are diseased, burn 'em to make 
sure. 


This will help you keep the in- 


sect and bug problem down next 
season. 


As the leaves come tumbling 


down, the best attack is a constant 
one. 


Rake Leave* 


The leave* should not be allowed 


to lie on lawn areas, for they will 
mat 'down and choke your grass, 
leaves will do a lot more good 
for you in a compost pile than in 
a bonfire. Then when you need 
some leaf mold, you'll be in busi- 
ness. 


Constant mowing of grass is an 


"important item. - The well-mowed 
grass will winter easily, and won't 
pack down under the weight of 
snow and ice. 


If you haven't fed or limed your 


lawn, the fall is a good time for 
it, and will give you a head start 
in the spnng. 


Young trees and newly planted 


shrubs should be braced. Trees 
should be wired and pegged, mak- 
ing sure that the wire loop around 
the trunk is cushioned by a piece 
of old garden hose or burlap to 
prevent the wire from digging into

For Planting 
In Autumn

Working in the shrub border 


after a typical autumn shower re- 
minded this gardener of reasons 
why 'this .is the ideal season for 
planting. 


There are three good reasons 


why autumn planting is advised:, 


THE WEATHER is more favor- 


abel over a longer period of time 
and the ground is more suitable 
for digging. 


PLANTS are dormant and. with 


few 
exceptions, can 
be safely 


transplanted. 


AUTUMN rains condition the 


soil and help the plants become 
settled 
before freezing weather 


sets in. 


Take Advantage 


So take advantage of the good 


planting days for the next four or 
five weeks. 


Evergreens, because they are 


dug with earth-balled roots and 
then protected with burlap, have 
been available at roadside nursery 
sales grounds for some time. 


Watering 
immediately 
a f t e r 


transplanting is highly desirable, 
particularly if the soil is a bit dry. 
The roots, even on balled and bur- 
lapped 
evergreens, have b e e n 


Wounded -in the moving operation 
and need moist sand. 
Even a 


bucketful of water around the roots 
puddles Up the sand. 


As that water disappears, soils 


settle into immediate contact with 
the surface of the roots and then 
the plant i« able to draw upon the 
soil for the moisture it needs. 


The belief that moss indicates a 


sour soil and that the remedy is 
found in the use of lime is wide- 
spread. Tests often prove that such 
soil is sour but the presence of 
moss is due more likely to pack- 
ing of the soil and to the lack of 
plant 
food 
than 
to 
insufficient 


drainage. 
Too much shade fre- 


quently is to blame. 


In the opinion of the old gar 


dener. the real remedy is to aer- 
ate the soil by spiking and to a 
ply a balanced plant food, one with 
a 4-12-4, 5-10-5, 6-10-4 or similar 
mixture that is strong in phos- 
phorus. Do not apply sulphate, of 
ammonia or similar nitrogenous 
•material. Moss thrives even where 
grass will not grow, but as soon 
a sthe grass begins to come thick- 
ly the moss will disappear.

Q—A moldy, dirty substance has 


made the wood siding of our house 
look dingy. What could it be and 
how can we get nd of it?

A—It i« likely that your hon«e 


is afflicted with mildew, which 
quite common in warm, humid cli- 
mates. 
It discolors painted and 


other surfaces, masquerading 
sometimes as dirt, soot or dust. It 
should be remo\ed before you re 
paint by scrubbing the discolored 
areas with a solution consisting of 
three ounces of trisodiuni phos- 
phate and '4 pint of household am 
monia in five gallons of water. Re< 
paint, using house and trim paints 
factory treated to be mildew re 
sistant, or add a prepared mildew 
inhibitor to the particular pain 
you use.

Exception to the Axiom 


If President Eisenhower follows the expected course and 


declines to run again next year, then he will have a chance 
to cast some pretty big doubt on the worth of an old Wash- 
ington political axiom.

The rule in question is the one that says a President who 


makes known his intention not to seek re-election promptly 
loses his major political influence both with Congress and 
•with his own party. 
There is considerable reason to doubt that this will apply 


in Mr. Eisenhower's case. There is, indeed, reason to doubt 
that it ever applies automatically. It seems rather to be a 
matter of individuals. 
Mr. Eisenhower, as we all know, is tremendously 


lar with the American voters. Nothing short of war or de 
pression is likely to reduce his standing measurably. Barring 
those calamities, one may fairly predict that his popularity 
will continue high to the end of his term. 


This will not be something that either Congress or the 


Republican party will be able to ignore. The President's 
high status with voters gives him leverage that he can 
employ to help push his program through the legislative road 
blocks.

His popularity plus his position as top party man makes 


it extremely risky for the average Republican politician to 
stand out against the President so long as he holds office. 
Voters who like the President and what he stands for might 
take a glum view of the GOP lawmaker who declined to sup- 
port him. 
In addition, the record Mr. Eisenhower makes in the 


White House is a key part of the record everyone in his party 
must run on. To separate oneself markedly from that rec- 
ord is to seem to repudiate it. 


,A11 this takes on perhaps especial meaning in his case 


wh'en it be remembered that the kind of performance he has 
been delivering has found high favor with the electorate. His 
stress on peace, and his evident success in exploring new ave- 
nues toward it, has lifted him to a .peak of esteem.

In the view of many, the President almost surely will 


press his quest harder than ever if January, 1957, is the limit 
of bis tenure. For this has always been his deepest concern 
as Chief Executive. And he has enough of a sense of history 
to want to leave his mark in the most crucial field of all. 


If he thus dedicates himself in the months ahead, Mr. 


Eisenhower will be a very hard man to be against. More 
than ever before he could place himself above narrow parti- 
sanship, devoted to the national well-being and safety. 


Far from losing his influence in Washington, he might 


find it greater than at any time in his entire term. 


Meat-and-Potatoes Example 


We hear a lot about the superiority of our standards of 


living, but not too often do we get a really clear, graphic illus- 
tration of how we measure against Europeans and others. 


The American Iron and Steel Institute has come up with 


Borne comparisons that picture the differences sharply. 


The unit of comparison is a market basket containing 


one pound each of bacon, beef, sugar, potatoes, butter anc 
white bread, a dozen eggs and one quart of milk. 


To purchase this basket, an American steel worker musl 


work just one hour and 38 minutes. In Great Britain the 
same kind of worker must toil four hours and 45 minutes to 
earn the- contents of the basket. A Swedish steel worker 
must put in just over five hours. 


The biggest shock, quite revealing of its industrial state 


comes from France. There a steel worker must work nine 
hours and 51 minutes to earn the money for food an Ameri- 
can can get in a bit more than an hour and a half. 


So it seems, all this talk about a better standard of Irv- 


ing is neither inaccurate nor unfairly boastful. The specific 
facts are more striking than the handsome generalizations 
we usually hear.

A Saturday Night Historical Notebook 


A Book Replaces a Window... The GiJmores of Wyoming Township... Sleet Storm and a Fire

An interesting volume of local history that we haven't 


said much about is the book that took thq place of » 
window. 


The book Is "Recollections of the Pioneers of L«e 


County," published in Dixon in 1S93. It was compiled by 
the Lee County Columbian Club--an 
organization devoted to sparking in- 
terest in the Columbian Exposition 
icld in Chicago that year. 


The introduction to the book reveals 


the club had hoped to offer a window 
for display in some part of the exposi- 
tion. It was to be a. three-panel win- 
dow, the center showing Father Dixon's 
cabin with pictures of Father Dixon 
and Black Hawk flanking it. 


The club found "insurmountable dif- 
ROKT 


ficulties" prevented the creation of the window, so in its 
stead, the group decided to publish a volume of papers 
on county history to send to the exposition as its exhibit. 


That's how a club which hoped to buy a win- 


dow (which probably would have been of tempo- 
rary interest, or, at least, limited in interest) 
produced a book which tells many interesting 
details of pioneer life in the county. 
The following selection from the book concerns the 


Gilmore family which settled in Wyoming Township 
in 1835.

Near the close of a cold, rainy day. on the fourth of 


June, 1835, on the hill about half way between Pawpaw 
and Melugin's Grove in this (Lee) county, a team of 
two horses, facing west, became exhausted and refused 
to go any further. In the wagon were Mrs. John Gilmore 
and five children, the eldest being nine years old, and 
beside the team walked the husband and father, and a 
friend, Mr. William Guthrie; rain was falling steadily, 
night was approaching, and the only house between 
them and Dixon's Ferry, was that of Zachariah Melugin, 
three miles away. A consultation was held and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilmore and the children started on foot in an en- 
deavor to reach the shelter of Mr. Melugin's house, which 
they did, late at night, drenched with the rain and thor- 
oughly exhausted. Mr. Guthrie remained with the team 
and help being sent to him they were brought in the 
next day . . . 


Guthrie had passed over this country as a soldier in 


the Black Hawk war, and it was owing to his enthusiastic 


description that this beautiful spot was chosen for their 
future home. 


Thpy were true pioneers, and within a few 


day* a claim was selected, the waJI» of a loff 
cabin 13 feet square and seven feet high were 
erected mid covered with shake*, held in place 
by "weinht poles," and the family moved in. No 
door, window, chimney or floor, but it was the 
foundation of a happy, prosperous home . . . 
A puncheon floor was soon added, a "stick chimney" 


and a shake door, and soon the little cabin was made 
hospitable and comfortable, but when it was finished not 
a board or nail or a pane of glass had been used in its 
construction. 
In this cabin, on the eighth day of No- 


vember, 1835, was born to Mr. and Mrs. Gilmore. a son, 
W. W. Gilmore, who later became a Compton merchant. 


Soon after this event, finding that work (to be paid 


for in provisions) could be had at Ross' Grove, 20 miles 
from home. Mr. Gilmore left his family, and accompanied 
by his friend, Guthrie, went to Ross' Grove and worked 
most of the winter. They came home on Saturday night 
on foot, often carrying a part of their week's wages on 
their shoulders, and walked back to their work on 
Monday. 


The Indians had not yet been removed, and day and 


night they swarmed around the little cabin begging, and 
often 
impudently demanding food, which, from her 


scanty store, Mrs. Gilmore was unable to supply. She 
has often said that she suffered more from fear of the 
Indians that winter, than from all other causes combined. 


Sometime in the fall of that year Mr. A. V. 


Christeance and wife had erected a cabin about a 
mile distant and were Jiving in it. About Christ- 
mas there came on one of those terrible sleet 
storms, and the ground was soon covered with one 
continued glare of ice. About midnight the family 
awakened to find the cabin filled with stifling 
smoke. 
The stick chimney had taken lire and 


the house was in great danger. Mrs. Gilmore _ 
being alone with her children, hastily dressed her- 
self and tried to put out the fire. 
The spring of water was some 20 rods away and 


everything so covered with ice that she could walk only 
in her stocking feet, and in this way -went several times 
to the spring and brought water, but did not gain on the 
fire. 


In this emergency she started her nine-year-old boy 


after help. Mr.' Christeance, the nearest neighbor, was 
a mile away, through the woods with only a dim path, 
which was easy enough to follow in daylight, but in a 
dark and bitterly cold and stormy night it was doubtful if 


the boy could find the way, or endure the cold if he did. 
But it "was the only chance, and whistling for his faithful 
dog he started. He later called that midnight tramp one 
of the most pcrilious experiences of his life. But he suc- 
ceeded and returned with help, and by their united ef- 
forts the house was saved, Uiough greatly damaged. 


Game was plentiful, but ammunition wa» 


scarce. During the first winter a parly of hunter* 
camped near the grove and killed a great many 
deer, which they hung on the trees until they 
should get a wagon load. One day Mrs. Guthrie, 
in passing through the grove, came upon a large 
buck hiuig up. and after considering the matter a 
little, t*he shouldered it and carried it home. 
She used to say that she always felt a little guilty 
in appropriating the venison, but it seemed to be 
a matter of necessity . . . 
William Guthrie located a claim in 1835 at what was 


afterwards known as Guthne's Grove, near his friend, 
Gilmore, and in the fall of 1836 was married to Miss 
Ross, at Ross' Grove on Indian Creek, a distance of 20 
miles. Transportation in those days was a matter of se- 
rious difficulty, but the wedding was an event that must 
be duly celebrated. So Mr. Gilmore yoked his best pair 
of oxen to the wagon, took his wife and the younger chil- 
dren, two lady friends and the groom, and by making 
an early start accomplished the journey in a day. 


The wedding .was celebrated with real new country 


hilarity, and the bride and groom returned to the cabin 
which he had prepared. Mrs. Guthrie used to say that 
they commenced housekeeping with her wedding outfit 
—a straw tick, a tea kettle and a frying Pan- 


The struggle for life was sharp, and sometimes the 


larder was -nearly empty, but when spring came and the 
flowers bloomed the hardships of the winter were soon 
forgotten.

To Possible Rare Allergy

To me, at least, the diagnosis of 


an unusual condition is the most 
interesting part of medicine and 
one such problem is brought up in 
today's first letter.

Egg Laws . 
June Pilgrim 


Today's homemaker needs to fully realize that the Illinois egg law 


is trying to be enforced. If it is, it helps the "homemaker-consumer" 
do a better job when she goes out to buy eggs. 


This law requires that all eggs sold in retail stores b« labeled for 


size and quality or be marked "ungraded." In this way, you know 
exactly what you're getting when you buy a dozen of eggs. 


The quality or grade designation shows what the eggs will look 


like when broken from the shell. Grade AA or Grade A eggs have 
whites that are rather firm and hold their shape well when broken out 
of the shell. 


"Size" of eggs refers to the net 


weight'per dozen. Jumbo eggs must 
weigh at least 30 ounces per dozen, 
extra large 27 oz.; large-24 oz. and 
medium. — 21 oz. for example. 


For the consumer to buy ungrad- 


ed eggs is like buying a "pig-in-a- 
poke." The eggs are probably ed- 
ible, but you don't know their ex- 
act quality or size. 


Bird Care 


Cbuckw Rapp told me th* other 


day he'd lost his pet bird. Maybe 
others have had difficulty too. Dr. 
L. E. Hanson, University of Illi- 
nois, Bays that correct diet and 
protection from drafts are neces- 
sary to keep the pep in parakeets 
»nd th« wartle te canaries. 


To« diet OIL a pet bird needs 


grwn vegetables and fruit in addi- 
tion to seed feed. Keep the bird 
out of drafts and cold tempera- 
ture*. Respiratory diseases, often 
caused by exposure, are th« moet 
frequent 
ailment . of pet birds. 


Symptoms are a huddled, de- 
pressed appearance, ruffled feath- 
ers and gasping. 


If these condition* appear, place 


the bird in a draft-free room with 
a temperature of SO to 85 degrees. 
A vaporizer may be useful, but 
don't let it overheat. 


Continued sickness may indicate 


psittacosis, a virus pneumonia. 
Avoid handling a bird with chronic 
respiratory disease symptoms. Hu- 
man beings are susceptible to this 
disease. Mild cases of psittacosis 
will respond to extensive antibio- 
tics treatment, but if the disease 
is well advanced, the bird should 
be destroyed. 
, Digestive upsets often occur in 
pet birds due to a sudden change 
in. feeding or over-excitement. If 
any of these conditions occur, it's 
a good idea to take the bird to a 
veterinarian for more extensive 
treatment. 


Bug News 


I s&w a homemaker working very 


hard at beating her rug the other 
day, as it hung on the line. I sus- 
pect other rugs around the coun- 
try are receiving the same 'treat- 
ment Let's also recognize that vig- 
orous .beating or shaking of rugs 
tends to weaken or break threads 
and bindings. For that reason, they 
s.r« not recommended. With the 
fine invention of a vacuum cleaner 
w» can do a good job of taking car* 
of prolonging life. 


Proper care means 
frequent 


vacuuming. Dirt and grit are the 
•nemies of & carpet. They grind 
down into the base and cut or tear 
th« wool fibers and rug backing. 
If a carpet is well-traveled and 
near an outside door, it should 
probably be vacuumed every day. 
If travel is lighter, the daily use 
of a carpet sweeper will insure 
surface dirts being removed before 
it can go to the base. 


For seasonal cleaning, it might 


b« to good advantage to turn a 
rug over and vacuum the back 
surface of it. It is a good idea to 
vacuum the rug pad also. How- 
ever, sine* many pads are fetted, 
tak« care, they will bs torn to 
piece* by upright cleaner* •with 
beaters in them. With fetted rug 
pads us« only a. tank type cleaner 
— and be sure to us* a smooth noz- 
zle attachment.

Breakfast Can 
Be Changed to 
Suit All Tastes 


Dress patterns often are alter,- 


ed to fit you, and this same thing 
is true with breakfast patterns. 
They are basically the same but 
should fit individual needs. 


A good basic breakfast includes 


fruit, cereal and/or eggs, milk, 
bread and butter or fortified mar- 
garine, says Harriet Barto, asso< 
ciate professor of dietetics at the 
University of Illinois:" 


Citrus fruits, such as oranges, 


grapefruit and tomatoes, are na- 
tural breakfast foods. Half a glass 
—about 4 ounces—of orange or 
grapefruit juice meets a good deal 
of the daily vitamin C require- 
ment. Although tomatoes contain 
vitamin C, it takes about twice as 
much tomato juice as orange juice 
to yield'the same amount of vita- 
min C. 


Today's breakfast cereals are 


whole grain, shredded, flaked, 
puffed, ground or enriched. Toull 
find all the common grains grown 
in this country on the cereal 
shelves/ 


Eggs ought to be served for 


breakfast at least three or four 
times a week. They are good for 
lunch or dinner, too, but somehow 
it's more natural to prepare them 
for breakfast. 


Too often milk is- omitted from 


the daily menu, and it's the best 
source of calcium. Nutritionists 
recommend a quart a day for chil- 
dren and at least a pint a dav for 
adults. Milk is a food, but coffee 
is a pleasant-tasting beverage that 
can never replace milk. However, 
you can drink both at the same 
meal if you wish. 


Alternate whole whe'at, enrich- 


ed -white and rye bread for va- 
riety on your breakfast table. 
Serve them plain, with jelly or 
cinnamon, fruit butters, or as 
French toast. 


Besides adding flavor and vita- 


min A. butter or fortified marga- 
rine makes the meal stick to your 
ribs. 


Just at you add different col- 


lars to basic dress patterns, you 
can add extra touches to break- 
fasts too. How abount blending 
cranberry or loganberry juice with 
a citrus fruit juice? Or a pinch of 
herbs, chopped chives or crum- 
bled bits of bacon or sausage to 
perk up scrambled eggs? 


Check .your breakfasts for three 


points: Do they supply you with 
protein, minerals and vitamins to 
keep you healthy? Do they give 
vou fuel for body energy? Do they 
ta.«te good?

Every day 
they earn him new praise and ap- 
preciation from adults. Rarely, his 
mother tells me, does he answer 
the phone without some grownup 
at the other end of the wire saying, 
"Thank you, Peter. What a help- 
ful, polite little boy you are."

In spite of repeated optimistic 


statements about eventual agree- 
ment by Harold E. Stassen, the 
President's special disarmament 
adviser, the two sides are still far 
apart. 


Forecast Failure 


And any agreement on disarm- 


ament at the Big Four foreign 
ministers' meeting, which began 
yesterday in Geneva, has a splen- 
did chance of getting nowhere. A 
.ook at the problem shows why. 


For years the United States has 


said that before this country would 
agree to disarm — which would 
mean getting rid of the atomic 
weapons on which it had spent so 
much time and cash—there would 
have to be this kind of agreement: 


Before any disarmament the big 


powers must agree^on a foolproof 
system of checking to prevent 
cheating. This country backed the 
idea of international teams of in- 
spectors free to roam around in- 
side the territory of the big pow- 
ers. 


The Russians wouldn't buy. They 


traditionally had refused to let out- 
iders poke around inside Russia. 
Then last May, no doubt as part 
of their so-called new look, they 
agreed to inspection but in a very 
limited way. 


Suggest Plan 


They suggested international in- 


spectors be stationed only at air- 
fields, railheads and harbors. That 
left a lot of territory uninspected. 
The United States wouldn't buy. 


Then in July at Geneva, Eisen-

Removes Bases 


Russian Foreign Minister Molo- 


tov at Geneva yesterday pointedly 
said the Soviet Union has liquidat- 
ed "all its military bases on for- 
cing soil"—in Finland and Man- 
churia

the Russians want most. They 
placed liquidation of overseas bases 
by all the big powers as one of 
the first steps in any agreement 
on disarmament. 


There has been no hint from the 


United States that it has any in- 
tention of giving up its overseas 
bases. The United States doesn't 
argue that aerial inspection is the 
beginning and end of all agree 
ment on disarmament.

It take the position that that is 


one of the early steps. The United 
States and Russia could be said 
to be a little closer than they were 
in the late 1940s. 


But they are still so far apart 


that almost certainly it would be 
years before they reached a full 
agreement, if they ever do. They'd 
have to build up a lot more con- 
fidence in each other's good In- 
tentions than they have now.
